TO SEEK NEW TRIAL 



Wilbur Glenn "Vollva, overseer of 
Zlon, was found guilty of criminal 
libel by a jury In Judge Hopkins' 
court In Chicago on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Tho Jury had been out two and one- 
half hours. Sentence will bo fixed by 
Judge Hopkins. He may Impose a 
$1,000 fine or six months' Imprison- 
ment In the county jail. 

The charge on which Voliva was 
tried had been made by tho Rev. 
Thomas Nelson, pastor of an "Inde- 
pendent" Zlon church. It was based 
on a pamphlet which Voliva circulated 
throughout Zlon In which ho called 
Mr. Nelson a "blatherskite," "old tom- 
cat," "billy goat" and other names. 

The conviction was obtained in tho 
second trial of tho case, the first, held 
at Waukegan, also having resulted in 
a conviction. • 

This was sot aside by Judge Claire 
C. Edwards, who granted a now trial 
and a change of venue to tho Cook 
County courts. 

When tho verdict was returned Vol- 
iva was standing against a pillar just 
inside tho bar railing. For a moment 
ho stood as if stunned and his face 
became ashen. Then ho clenched his 
lists in anger. 

"This verdict gives that old scoun- 
drel a license to go out and do what 
he has done before. 

"It Is a result of the jury system In 
this country." 

At this juncture Attorney Henry A. 
Berger, chief counsel for Voliva, ad- 
vised him to be careful of what ho 
said. 

"I won't be careful," Voliva shouted. 
"The verdict Is a disgrace." 

Nelson, when the jury gave its ver- 
dict, was surrounded by a throng of 
friends. His goatee and his hands 
wagged in unison as ho nodded to 
some of his admirers and shook hands 
with others. 

He extricated himself from tho 
throng, however, and dashed Into the 
jurors' chambers, where ho Insisted 
on shaking hands with each member. 

This was his statement: 

"This Is tho most splendid victory 
against tho most gigantic fraud this 
side of hell. It Is a victory for Ameri- 
canism and a victory against fanatic- 
ism of the rankest order. Voliva prob- 
ably realizes now that his statement 
on the stand that he Is the court of

last resort In Zlon was a big mistake." 
Attorney Berger asserted tho ver- 
dict was a result of prejudice. "Tho 
spectacle," ho added, "of that old fel- 
low shaking hands with tho jurors is 
the moBt demoralizing I have ever 
seen during 20 years in tho practico of 
the law." 

Aimotiou for a new trial was made. 
It will bo heard In about two weeks. 
Until then sentence will bo deferred.

the study of old London were Inter- 
ested in the news story that the "Wor- 
shipful Company of Apothecaries," 
which for 800 years has had Its shop, 
hud let the property puss into now 
hunds. It wus stuted thfit "ulmost 
next door to Water lane wus the Black- 
frlar's theater, where Shakespeare and 
Burboge played." Tho assumption of 
a head writer that "Shakespeare may 
have patronized tho place" was Inac- 
curate. Shakespeare died In 1010. The 
land on which the shop was built was 
not acquired till 1033. The building 
then erected was destroyed In tho groat 
fire and rebuilt in 1780. But lt Is pos- 
sible tbat Shakespeare did have tho 
services of the Apothecaries some- 
whore, for they were incorporated by 
James I, in 1000, ten years before his 
death, observes the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Clashes between the Apothecaries 
and the College of Physicians, Incor- 
porated In 1518, and the Burber Sur- 
geons, incorporated In 1540, led to the 
ilriul decision of the house of lords in 
favor of the Apothecaries In the case 
of Hose vs. the College of Physicians. 
It wus held that "tho duty of the 
apothecary consists not merely of com- 
pounding and dispensing, but also in 
directing and ordering the remedies 
employed in the treatment of diseases." 
Later laws have somewhat modilled 
tlds principle. But the npothecary's 
shop, commonly known as a "chem- 
ist's" shop in London, Is today very 
different from what was known In the 
time of James I. It sells a lot of things 
that are not drugs. 

And here In America, where In most 
of our states a druggist who advises 
a given remedy is technically guilty of 
"practicing medicine without a license," 
the demoralization of the trade has 
gone much farther. Two-thirds of the 
protlts from the average retail stand 
come from candies, cigars, soaps, cos- 
metics, soda water, camera supplies, a 
hundred and one little luxuries. Drug 
as drugs pay u fine profit when they 
are sold, but the sales are small. Of 
course patent medicines still have a 
considerable following. It Would be 
hard to find from Maine to California 
a single drug store that deals exclu- 
sively in drugs. Also there is some

TO MAKE PIGS PROFITABLE 
KEPP THEM CROWING STEADILY 
"The profitable pig," says tho 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, is the one that never stops grow- 
ing from the time it is farrowed up 
to the time it is hauled to market." 
The wise hog grower stimulates 
growth in the pig before the litter is 
farrowed by keeping tho sow In good 
eondJtlou. It is assumed that the siro 
and the dam are of the right type, big 
and growthy. 

Pasturage of good quality, shorts or 
middlings, flsh meal or tankage to 
furnish protein, with sufllclent corn 
or barley to keep them in fair flesh, 
make up a list of desirable feeds for 
breeding hogs. Alfalfa, soy-bean, or 
clover hay are valuable additions for 
winter feeding and may bo scattered 
out so as to Induce the sows to tako 
exercise daily, a great necessity for 
breeding hogs. 

Sows must be well fed to raise good 
pIks, but this docs not include the 
day before and the day after farrow- 
ing. For 21 hours before and after 
farrowing the sow should have" no 
feed, but tepid water should bo con- 
stantly available. After the fast, feed 
should bo given in small quantities at 
first, then gradually increased up to 
full feed within 10 days. 

Even before the pigs are weaned 
they should have access to shelled 
eorn in self feeders as a supplement 
to the milk from their mothers. As 
soon as they are weaned they should 
bo kept on full feed, either on self- 
feeders or by hand. Pl fi s that aro well 
fed and have enough exercise will 
reach market weights at about S 
months of age.

animal once thoroughly stunted re- 
quires a long time for recovery. In 
fact, 4 months, which Is usually a de- 
sirable age at which to sell lambs to 
the best advantage is not sufficient for 
the animal to recuperate and develop 
Into a choice market lamb say the de- 
partment specialists. Lambs, there- { 
fore, should not only be properly' 
nourished but must also be kept free 
from tho various ailments of young 
Iambs If the greatest amount of 
money Is to be realized from them at 
market time. 

Lambs from well fed owes which' 
are properly cared for have few trou- 
bles or diseases. There are, however, 
several ailments which Bometlmes ap- 
pear among lambs which if not given 
attention at the proper time may 
cause considerable loss or affect their 
early development and hence their . 
market value and profit. - 

Some of the infectious diseases of 
lambs, such as joint ill and others 
may cause quite serious losses. Some 
of these diseases do not respond rap- 1 
Idly to treatment but they can be pre-l 
vented by proper sanitary conditions, j 
Clean, well bedded and well ventilated 
quarters should bo provided for the 
ewes and lambs In order to prevent 
these diseases. Sore eyes or a sore 
mouth often develops, particularly if 
the flock Is kept in unsanitary quar-j 
ters or If they are exposed to rainy! 
weather and the udder and flanks of < 
the ewe become wet and dirty. In 
case of sore eyes among tho lnmbs 
tho eyes should be cleaned each day 
until cured with a 3 per cent solution 
of boric acid or a 15 per cent solution 
of argyrol. If the lambs aro troubled 
with sore mouth all the scab and dla-j 
eased tissue should bo scropod away; 
and the sore covered with sheep dip 
or carbolated vaseline. 

Constipation is one of the most 
common ailments of young lambs. 
This may be remedied by giving one 
or two ounces of castor or linseed oil. 

White scours Is another Infectious 
disease of- lambs which may become 
quite serious and effect large numbers 
of the lambs where tho flock Is kept 
in unsanitary quarters. Lambs and 
their dams so affected should be 
taken from the flock and isolated. 
Such lambs should be given two tea- 
spoonfuls of castor oil which should 
be followed for several days by daily 
doses of one-half teaspoonful of sali- 
cylic acid.

The wonderful 
part of the Book of Common Prayer 
is that It provides for just such emer- 
gencies as this one. In it- you will find 
the form for family prayer, the visita- 
tion of the sick, and special prayers 
for the sick. There is great occasion 
for their use at this time. Pray for 
the sick in tho community and for 
those of your friends who are sick. A 
religion which has no place for inter- 
cessory prayer and for prayers for 
the sick is no religion. Pray that. God 
will soon deliver thlB community from 
Its Bickness. Use the Litany and the 
Penitential Ofllce. 

I commend the following prayer for 
your use during this period:

tal Held on the D. M. White farm. 
Since 1002 tho university has grown 
crops there under different treatment. 
They have just published the latest 
report from that experiment field, 
which Includes the 1921 crop. In all, 
8 corn crops, 5 oat crops, 4 wheat 
crops, and II clover crops have been 
grown. The following are the results. 
Without phosphorus:' Corn 21.3 bu., 
wheat 17.7 bu., oats 28.8 bu. 

With phosphorus: Corn 35.3 bu., 
wheat 31.8 bu., oats 42.5 bu. 

It will bo seen that the phosphate 
was therefore responsible for 14.2 bu. 
per acre increase per year on the corn 
crop; 14.1 bu. of wheat and 13.7 bu. 
of oats. This is quite a striking in- 
crease and shows conclusively that 
phosphate is the principal need of this 
type of soil. This can also safciy be 
accepted since it is the result of 19 
years of exact work. 

Rock phosphate can be bought now 
at reduced prices, as the freight rates 
have been cut. On the basis of 13 
per cent phosphorus it will cost $10.54 
per ton delivered at most points In 
Lake county. There has not been 
much rock phosphate used as yet and 
now Is a good time to begin. Tho Illi- 
nois Agricultural Association has an 
excellent phosphate department and is 
prepared to give the best of service in 
buying and analyzing phosphate for 
you.

Negligence of Authorities of Great 
Copper Mine Gave Him HIb Op- 
portunity, and He Took It. 

The letters you have been printing 
about gold seekers In tho Fun West re- 
call the following Incident of copper 
mining In Montana, writes a corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. 

Day after day about 20 years ugo a 
rickety old open wugon, drawn by a 
hns-bocn horse, used to venture out 
from Anucondn and garner rags, bot- 
tles, sacks and old' Iron. One day, 
on Its return to town, a hind wheel 
wabbled off as the vehicle was cross- 
ing a culvert, and wheel and load slid 
down Into a grecniah-looking little riv- 
ulet thut passed under the culvert. 
The Junk dealer recovered the wheel 
und drove on sadly Into Ana- 
conda. But, being thrifty, ho went 
bnck one day to salvage the old Iron, 
perhaps a whole dollar's worth. This 
he fished out of the little stream. 

He found that every horseshoe, 
every stove lid, every old broken tool 
that he clawed out of tho shallow 
water was thickly coated with copper. 

He kept his mouth shut and In town 
he melted off that pure copper, for 
the greenish stream was an outllow 
of waste water from the great Ana- 
conda smelter, N where" copper was 
melted out of the rocky ore of that re- 
gion. 

Hegulnrly, long after nightfall, the 
Junk dealer used to go out on that 
road with a load of old Iron and dump 
It Into the greenish stream on this or 
that side of the culvert and fish out n 
load earlier deposited. 

The copper company detectives be- 
gan reporting mysterious high-grade 
shipments of pure copper from Ana- 
conda, but no direct thefts could be 
discovered. Not an employee could 
be caught red-handed. Finally the 
Junk dealer's nocturnal trips came 
under suspicion and he was watched 
and his secret discovered, but not be- 
fore he had realized a total of about 
$84,000 In melting off pure copper 
from the deposits on his loads of Junk 
Iron. The company sought to enjoin 
him, sought to recover the values he 
had secured, but tho court held tlmt 
It was waste water In a piddle high- 
way, and tlie lucky Junk dealer was 
well within his rights. 

And the lesson was worth more than 
the lost value to the copper company, 
for It resulted in n catchment dam be- 
ing built Inside the company's fence, 
where scrap Iron was used to recover 
copper values thut long before had 
been running to' waste. Accidents 
sometimes happen ! 



War on Insects. 
The Indications are that n groat bat- 
tle Is to be waged soon between man- 
kind and the Insect army. There Is 
nothing which hns a .greater potential- 
ity for destruction than Insects. There 
are fi.OOO.OOO different kinds of insects 
and nearly all of them are bent In the 
line of destroying food and other mate- 
rials of value to man. They cause ten 
times more damage than fire, and ac- 
cording to the Departmnet of Agricul- 
ture, the annual tax Imposed by Insects 
Is greater than prewar expenditures of 
the United States. The Hessian fly 
destroys from 10 to 50 per cent of the 
grain sowings amounting to $75,000,- 
000. The Mexican chinch bug cuts up 
.%'1,000,000 worth of corn In this coun- 
try and some worms are responsible 
for damage to com amounting to three 
times thut sum. The annual cotton 
loss Is $8S,000",000 and the damage to 
live stock Is considerable. The pecu- 
liar feature of this Is that although 
man has for years been studying the 
Insects with the thought of preventing 
their ravages, their Inroads are con- 
stantly Increasing.

KANSAS FARMER GIVES 

UNIFORMITY ARGUMENT 

FOR PURE BREDS 

In connection with its Btudy of tho 
utility value of pure-bred live stock 
throughout the Important live-stock 
sections of the country, tho United 
States department of agriculture re- 
cently received Interesting comments 
from a farmer In Pottawatomie coun- 
ty, Kans. Ho has used pure-bred sires 
with all classes of anlmnls on his farm 
for 20 years. 

This Kansas farmer says that his 
father before him was an excellent 
judge of live stock, so that he him- 
self Vgrew up with tho Idea of better 
stock." After 20 years' experience 
with pure-bred sires he has found that 
the offspring of pure-bred sires Is fully 
25 percent better than the nverago 
offspring obtained from tho use of 
grade or scrub sires. Ho attributes 
this superiority, in the case of beef 
cattle, to the uniform size obtained 
In the young growing animals, their 
better feeding quality, and also to tho 
fact that their uniformity and quality 
attracts the attention of buyers. This 
farmer estimates that his pure-bred 
horses and poultry are earning 50 per 
cent more for him than his neighbors 
are earning with the use of scrubs. 

This farmer speaks favorably of 'the 
good work being done by calf clubs 
and says that he takes pride In Invit- 
ing high school and vocational agricul- 
ture students to see his stock and in 
getting the boys Interested and Im- 
pressing on their minds the value of 
right breeding and right feeding. 



EXTENSION WORK CHANGES 

COUNTY FARMING METHODS 

Tho lirst agricultural extension 
agent employed by Fulton county, Ky., 
In 1917, found farmers there discour- 
aged over its agricultural conditions. 
Crops were poor, there was practically 
no live stock' heing fed as sufficient 
feed could not be grown; no clove/ 
had been grown In the county for 
more than 20 years. Soil tests showed 
that good crops of clover could bo 
grown by applying limestone. Fulton 
county contains no rock of any kind, 
and Its farmers wore unfamiliar with 
the use of lime; but a persistent cam- 
palga demonstrating the effect of Its 
use and the value of leguminous crops 
both for green manure and for feed, 
which the lime made it possible to 
grow, haB revolutionized farming 
methods there. 

Over 1,100 of the 1,200 farms re- 
porting in the last census from Ful- 
ton county were feeding live stock, 
and the county's hay and forago crop 
was valued at over $3G0,000. A survey 
fade In the spring of 1922 showed that 
one acre out of every six In the coun- 
ty was seeded to red clover, alfalfa, 
or sweet clover, and over 90 percent 
of the 25,000 acres planted to corn had 
a "catch crop" of soy beans. Threo 
thousand tons of llmo were used In 
tho county during 1922 alone. As a 
result of this work, according to re- 
ports to the United States department 
of agriculture, tho farmers of the 
county have restored their credit and 
aro paying their debts, are Improving 
their home conditions, and have 
started a large amount of pure-bred 
poultry and live stock work. 
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VIRGINIA AND OHIO VIE FOR ' 
LEAD IN BETTER SIRES DRIVE 

For more than a year tho states of 
Virginia and Ohio have been unusual- 
ly active, as shown by United States 
department of ngriculture records, in 
Improving their live stock by the use 
of pure-bred sires. At tho, end of tho 
cnlendar year 1922 Ohio showed a 
total of 2,293 persons who had pledged y 
themselves In writing to uso pure- 
bred sires for all classes of live stock 
raised. Virginia's total was 1,930. 
Early In January, Virginin filed with 
the department 101 additional pledges 
In one day, thus passing the 2,000 
mark and narrowing tho margin con- 
siderably. 

Other states similarly active in this 
organized drive to improve their live- 
stock aro Nebraska, Kentucky, Wash- 
ington, South Carolina, and Vermont. 
Current progress of tho work in these 
and other states Is shown by a report 
Just iHsued by tho bureau of animal 
Industry, and is obtainable on requost. 
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
